2. Citations and explanations 



Claims 1-4, 6-10. 12 and 13 

Document 2 [JP. 7-3100. A (Asahi Glass Co., Ltd.). 6 January, 1995 (06.01.95) (Family: none)] cited in 
the ISR 

The claims of document 2 describe a composition containing (A) 100 parts by weight of a fluorine 
rubber obtained by copolymerizing vinylidene fluoride and hexafluoropropylene and (C) 0.05 to 2 parts 
by weight of an organic quaternary ammonium hydrogensulfate salt, and paragraph [0016] describes that 
carbon black is added to said composition, while paragraph [0027] describes the possibility of applying 
the composition as a tube for transportation, etc. So, the subject matters of claims 1-4, 6-10. 12 and 13 do 
not appear to be novel. 

Claims 1-16 

Newly cited document 1 [JP. 8-272208. A (Shin-Etsu Chemical Co.. Ltd.), 18 October, 1996 (18.10.96) 
(Family: none)] 

The claims of document 1 describe an electrically conductive fluorine rubber roll with a volume 
resistivity of 10 1(1 Q or less obtained by hardening a fluorine rubber composition containing (A) 100 
parts by weight of a fluorine rubber and (D) 5 to 1000 parts by weight of an electrically conductive 
powder, and paragraph [0007] describes that said fluorine rubber is an elastic copolymer consisting of 
vinvlidene fluoride and hexafluoropropene. Furthermore, paragraph [0013] describes that 0.1 to 10 parts 
by weight of an onium salt can be added, and paragraph [0015] describes that said (D) is electrically 
conductive carbon black, particularly acetylene black. 

Documents 1 and 2 commonly provide a composition that ( 1 ) contains a fluorine rubber obtained by 
copolymerizing vinylidene fluoride and hexafluoropropylene and (2) is to be vulcanized and molded. 
Therefore, a person skilled in the art could have (a) used the organic quaternary ammonium 
hydrogensulfate salt compound described in document 2 instead of the onium salt compound described 
in document I, and (b) applied the composition as a tube, for obtaining the composition of claims 1-6 
and the molded article of claims 7-16. So. the subject matters of claims 1-16 do not appear to involve an 
inventive step. 
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
